In this case his honor was requested 
to instruct the jury, “ First, that the 
store-house in which the alleged burgla- 
ry Was Committed, was not, under the 
circumstances testified to. a dwelling- 
house in contemplation of law.” His 
Honor refused the prayer, and charged 
the jury, that if they believed the wit- 
nesses, the house in which the alleged 
burglary was committed was a dweliing- 
house in contemplation of law.’ The 
testimony upon this point was as fol- 
lows: That the owner, the prosecutor 
Hicks, was sleeping in his store on the 
night of the alleged burglary; that he 
had slept there for five months, with the 
exception of a single night; that the 
dwelling-house where his wife slept was 
distant thirty steps, and in the same en- 
closure; that he slept there to protect 
his store and for the convenience of 
trade. The son of the prosecutor testi- 
fied that his father bad been usually 
sleeping in the said store for the last 
five years. The authorities in the brief 
tiled in the cause on the part of the 
State are full and conclusive, and the 
point has been heretetore so thorougly 
considered in our State that we had 
supposed the question not now debata- 
ble, that a building within the curtilege 
and regularly used as a sleeping-room 
Was, in contemplation of law, a dwell. 
ing-house in which burglary might be 
coummitted. There was no error in the 
charge of His Honor upon this poirt. 

Secondly, His honor was also request- 
ed to instruct the jury, that the en- 
trance of the defendants into the store- 
house in the manner testified to, was 
not such a felonious breaking into a 
dwelling-house as to constituce the 
crime of burglary, even if the store- 
house was la contemplation of law a 
dwelling-house. Their prayer, Ilis 
Honor refused, and charged the jury, 
thatat they belicved the evidence, the 
entrance of the delendants into the 
store-house in the manner testified by 
the witnesses Was a sullicient breaking 
into a dwelling-house to constitute the 
crime of burgiary, if it was done with 
a fclonious purpose.

Fasuion GLEANINGS.—Now that the 
mildness of the weather gives token 
that the balmy breath of Spring is 
about to melt the snows and ice of win- 
ter, and bring into life the long dormant 
beauties of nature, we give the following 
discription of its artificial auxilraries : 


Aside from the straw bonnets that 
always appear with April and May, 
there are quantities of straw trimmings 
to be used in many instances 1n lieu of 
ribbons and laces.

The Rabagas of straw is sgain im- 
ported ; Parisian ladies of any age from 
tifty years down now wear this jaunty 
sailor bonnet perched far back on the 
head. Most of the new shapes may be 
used either as a round hat or bonnet; a 
pair of strings tied under the chin are 
all that is necessary for the change. 
Filowers.—Leave and flowers of straw 
in clusters, with long fein leaves of 
finely cut jet, are the newest ornamerts 
tor spring bonnets. The straw and jet 
leaves also appear with floweis of 
natural colors.

With this machine by slight 
attraction he alleges that it will make 
any desired width, thickness, length or 
weight of lump, and that it can be 
worked by any ordinary boy ten years 
old. Its capacity varies according to 
the number of hands wo:kiug it, and it 
can be regulatec to turn out one thous- 
and to cight thousand pounds per Cay, 
making a much better lump than can 
possibly be made by hand, in short the 
lump as he alleges will be perfect as 
regards corner and edges being square, 
and besides save more than halt as 
compared with the usual process of rol- 
ling, will save all the break wrapper 
and one third the cap wrapper. 

The other machine invented by Mr. 
Jones is a great improvement in the 
preparation of the leat tobacco to be 
converted into manufactured tobacco.

A Hiorrible Accident from an Ate 


tempt to Light «# Fire with Coal 

Oil—A Woman Converted into a 

Pillar of Fire. 

BALTIMORE, March 7.—A_ frightful 
scene occurred here this morning, 
caused by the careless use of coal oil. 
A colored woman, employed at the 
boarding house of Mrs. Duval, j:oured 
coal ojl in the stove to have the fire 
to burn. Instantly the can exploded, 
and the unfortunate woman, enveloped 
in flames, rushed into the steet literally 
a pillar of fire, the flames mounting far 
above her head. Her screams were heard 
for several squares. In a short time 
several hundred persons were attracted 
to the spot, and several gentlemen threw 
their overcoats around her, attempting 
to quench the flames, which was not ac- 
complished until every particle of the 
clothing, except a smai hand full 
ber waist, had been consumed, the en 
tire body being horribly roasted.

A PLAIN STATEMENT. 


We are authorized and requested by 
some of the Conservative members of 
the Joint Committee on Public Printing 
to make the following statement, inas- 
much as erroneous impressions have 
been made in the press, in regard to the 
votes of the Committee. | 

The Committee on Printing consisted 
of eight members, five from the House, 
and three from the Senate. The Senate 
branch consisted of R. P. Waring, Chair- 
man, and Ellis, of Catawba, Conserva- 
tives, and Long, Republican. The 
House branch consisted of H. A. Gud- 
ger, of Madison, Chairman, Craige, Gid- 
ney, and Maxwell, Conservatives, and 
Scott, Republican. 

The Committee voted by ballot in 
Committee-room for Public Printer, as 
follows: 

For the News—Messrs. Waring, Gid- 


‘ney, Gudger and Craige—4. 


For the Sentinel—Messrs. Ellis and 
Maxwell—2. 

Vor the Hra—Mr. Long—1. 

For Mr. Hill—Mr. Scott—1. 
~ After this ballot, Messrs. Ellis and 
Maxwell changed in favor of the News 
—thus securing a majority ef the Com- 
mittee, and the two Republicans, Scott 


and Bong, afterwards signed the con- 


tract, with all the other members of the 
Committee. 

We are authorized farther to state, 
that Messrs. Waring, Gidney and Gud- 
ger were in favor of the Sentinel, until 
the Senatorial nomination was made, 
but after that opposed it, because that 
paper did not advocate the claims of 
the nominee of the Conservative party 
while the Senatorial contest was pend- 
ing. This makes five out ot the six 
Conservatives of the Committee, in favor 
of the Sentinel before the Senatorial 
nomination, as stated by Senator War- 
ing, in his Charlotte speech. 

In regard to the position of Mr. 
Craige, he has assured us that whatever 
may have been Lis personal choice, he 
felt in honor bound, as a member of the 
Committee cn Printing, to vote for the 
preference of his party; and at the 
time he gave his vote for the Nrws he 
believed as he now believes, he represent° 
ed a majority of the Conservatives in 
the Legislature. 

We should not have referred to this 
matter at all on our own account, as we 
have most positively declined to enter 
inte any farther discussion in our cul- 
umns of the public printing ; but as the 
positions of Messrs. Waring, Gudger 
and Gidney have been mis stated, they 
desire to be pnt right upon the recor2, 
and have each requested us to make the 
foregoing statements as to them.

GLECT OF EDUCATION 
APPEAL TDS THE PRESS. 


of the fact that the cause of education 
in North Carolina is rapidly on the de- 
cline. | 

We have made frequent allusions to 
this painful subject, and at the risk of 
being considered too importunate in 
the matter, we shall continue to strive 
to awaken our people to a sense of their 
responsibilities, and to a realization of. 
the dark prospects that enshroud the 
pathway of the present and future gen- 
erations of the youths of North Caro- 
lina. 
It is deplorable and alarming—this 
neglect of education! We almost shud- 
der to think what will become of 
the poor children of the State who are 
growing up in ignorance and vice— 
without any advantages for the 
cultivation of their minds, but who 
seem destined to grope their way 
through life, scarcely removed in grade 
above barbaric enlightenment and civil- 
ization ! 

The General Assembly passed a 
school law which, in order to be made 
thorougly effectual, must mect with the 
endorsement of the press and of the 
popular voice. If the law is carried 
out in its spirit and design, good schools 
will be furnished in every School District 
for at least your months ia the year. The 
law levies tor the maintenance of public 
schools eight and one-third per cent. 
tax on every one hundred dollars worth 
of property. If that is not sufficient, 
and it will not in perhaps any case be 
sufficient, each township is allowed to 
Jevy an additional tax sufficient to keep 
up its public schools four months, pro- 
vided this additional tax is approved 
by a majority cf the votes of the town- 
ship. 

Thus is a contest made between edu- 
cation and money. In order for educa- 
tion to win, it is necessary for the friends 
of the cause to bestir themselves at 
once, and take an active, determined, 
unyielding stand in behalf of educa 
tion. 

We call upon our brethren of the 
State press to unite in this effort to de- 
throne ignorance, and establish the 
reign of knowledge and truth. 

We know that any increase of taxa- 
tion is unpopular with the wasses tor 
any purposes, but we do believe that if 
the press and friends of education in 
North Carolina will do their duty faith- 
fully, a great victory will be achieved 
and a great work done tor the State. 

This subject appeals powerfully to 
the calm judgment and patriotism cf 
every true son of North Carolina, and 
we hope thatthe public press, without 
regard to party, and that public spinted 
citizens in every school district in North 
Carolina will advocate the establish- 
ment ot these four months public schools 
a3 provided by the law. 

If the people vote down the addition- 
al tax when submitted to them, the 
law willto a great extent be rendered 
nugatory, and the cause of cducation 
may receive a mortad stab.

The Memphis and El Paso Railway 
Bords ** Swindle.’ 


The New York Herald has the fol- 
lowing history of the financial fraucs 
which constitute the French indictment 
agalust Generel John C. Fremont : 

Several items have appeared in the 
papers in regard to the suit brought in 
the French courts against John C. Fre- 
mont On account of the sale ot bonds in 
France of what was called the “ Trans- 
continental Memphis Pacific Railroad 
Company,” of which he was president, 
Itis not expected that he will appear in 
person to defend himself, but the suit is 
brought in accordance with the cus- 
toms of France to bring out generally 
all the facts in the case and endeavor 
to reach such Frenchmen as participat- 
ed in the swindle. The writer was in 
Paris during the summer of 1869, when 
the sale of these bonds were made, and 
well remembers their advertisements in 
the leading papers of that city. Noth- 
ing could be stronger than the terms ot 
these advertisements. It was stated 
that the bonds were a first mortgage on 
all the lands ceded to the road, 
“amounting to 10,240 acres per mile, or 
300 acres to every $1,000 bond, and 
thirty acres to every $100 bond.” They 
were offered at 10 trancs for every $100 
bond, payable in 1800 at 515) francs.— 
Six per cent. interest was said to be 
guaranteed by the American govern- 


time (May,) were entitled to the first 
coupon, payable in July. The trustees 
ot the bonds were announced to be 
“ Andrew G. Curtin, Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, Minister Plemipotentiary ol 
the United States at St. Petersburgh ; 
Paul S. Porbes, and Svante M. Swen- 
son,” as copied trom the Pars Le Na 
twral, May 12, 1869. The name at- 
tached to the advertisement was M. J. 
Pasadis, one of the oflicers of the 
French Bourse, and there was no doubt 
that their introduction had the sanc- 
tion of the imperial French Govern- 
ment. Editorials appeared from day 
te day announcing the excellence of 
the bonds, the tavor with which they 
had been received, and predicting a 
speedy advance in price. Every Ameri- 
can in Paris knew their character; but 
it Was Impossible to cxpose the fraud, 
asthe papers had been subsidized and 
Go.ernment favor been procured. 
Acircularia the English language 
was laid on the tables of the American 
vanking-houses in regard to it, butit 
could pot reach the French. Some 
Frenchmen did discover the fraud and 
denounced it, but, to gain time, libel 
suits were brought against them. The 
bonds were sold, and a geoticman cop- 
nected with one of the principal bank- 
ing houses of Paris asserted that, as the 
proceeds of this sale, they remitted to 
New York the largest sum they had 
ever remitted at one time—almose three 
million dollars. 

To facilitate the sale of these bonds 
maps were printed, with large lines 
drawn trom Norfolk, Va., to San Diego, 
through the whole American contipent, 
and it was said that the new company 
had formed connections with roads 
already built, so that much of the line 
was then virtually in operation. 

The operations of the swirdle, many 
of them, came out in a report made by 
the late Senator Howard, of Michigan, 
from the Committee on the Pacific Rail- 
road, on a bill to incorporate the 
“Southera Trans-Continental Railway 
Company” aud grant itibe right of way, 
presented to the Senate Apnl 22, 1870. 
By his report $8,000,000 of these bonds 
were sold in Paris at sixty per cent., 
realizing at that rate $4,800,000. The 
facts as stated abcve were admitted be- 
fore the committee, as the French papers 
were produced, and the only defence 
was that the agents made these false 
representations without authority of 
General Fremont. Bat for these false 
statements, however, the bonds could 
not have been sold. 

When all the facts are brough> out on 
trial this will probably be found to be 
one of the most adroit and successful 
swindles of the period. It could not 
have been perpetrated in Exgland or 
Germany, where American securities are 
better kuown, nor can it be repeated in 
France. It has atfected seriously the 
good name of our country in France.

Why think it strange his poor old wife, 
Who coined for him her very life, 
Should pause at last, despite his irown, 
And lay her weary burden down 

In joy, to walk the streets of heaven, 
Where naught is sold, but all is given? 


Go where you will, search earth around, 
The poorest man that can be found 

Is he who toils through life to gain 
Widest extent of hill and plain; 
Forgetting all his soul’s best needs, 

In counting o’er his title deeds. 


A Talk Abont Orphans. 


Have visited the Orphan Asylum in 
Oxtord. It.1s really amusing to witness 
the astonishment of the children as they 
admire and survey for the first time the 
extent of the building. One little boy 
exclaimed: “Emh! This certainly is a 
good old place.” Some arrived there 
hungry, and having been accustomed to 
eat without ceremony, Mr. Cohen found 
it difficult to induce them to wait even 
for a very short “grace.” But they 
have warm rooms, sott beds, good fare, 
and new books. The institution is in 
regular operation, and is doing a noble 
work. Its benefits sre denied tc many 
children, because they have been gob- 
bled up by avaricious reiatives and are 
now growing up in ignorance and semi- 
slavery. They are not in the Poor 
Houses, because the demand for their 
services exceeds the supply. 

Well, what are the rules of the 1nsti- 
tution? One rules is to bave as little 
‘red tape’ as possible. In some so-call- 
ed religious organizations, charity is 
fortified and almost inaccessible on ac- 
count of mysterious regulations. A 
poor man might as weli go to Washing- 
ton to collect dues on a contract for 
beef furnished the army in Oregon. 
Another rule is that the chiet end and 
aim of the institution shall be to do 
good, by faithfully carrying out the de- 
sign of the Grand Lodge, as expressed 
in the following resolutions : 

“ Resolved, That St. John’s College 
shall be made an asylum for the protec- 
tion, training, and education of indi. 

ent orphan children. 

“ Resoleed, That orphan children in 
the eaid Asylum shall be ted and cloth- 
ed, and shall receive such preparatory 
training and education as will prepare 
them for useful occupations, and for the 
usual business transactions of life. 

Resolved, That the Superintendent of 
the said Orphan Asylum shall report co 
each Annual Communication an account 
ot his official acts, receipts, disburse- 
ments, number of pupiis, &c, together 
with such suggestivos us he may see fit 
to offer. 

These resolutions are very expressive 
and very comprehensive. How cun the 


- children get there? The Raleigh and 


Gaston Road transports them to Hen- 
derson at 2 cents a mile. Other roads 
will probably do as much and possibly 
more. If the friends of the children 
can send them to Raleigh the Superin- 
tendent will furnish transportation to 
Oxford. 

Are the benefits of the institution 
confined to the children of deceased 
Masons‘ Certainly not. Send bright 
boys and girls, not less than eight nor 
more than thirtcen years of age who 
give promise of becoming wise and 
useful men and women. No other are 
wanted. Who are orphans? Those hav- 
ing no parents, and those having no 
fathers and helpless motbers. A little boy 
called on the Superintendent and said : 

“My Daddy is living; but he is al- 
weys drunk. All he does for me is to 
beat me. I am worse off than children 
that have no daddy. May Igo to the 
Asylum ?” His was a hard case; but 
he could not go. His ‘Daddy’ ought 
to drink less or more. He ought to 
quit drinking a:.d behave, or die and 
get out of the way. 

How is the institution to be suppor- 
ted ? Here is the resolution of the 
Grand Lodge: | 

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge elect 
a Superintendent who shall control the 
Institution, and solicit contributions 
from all classes of our people. 

But will the people contribute ? 
Some will, and others will not. Some 
have alrcady done se: others are think- 
ing about it. One Lodge has taken the 
lead, others will follow. As the man- 
agement is neither political nor sectari-: 
an, and the persons employed are mem- 
bers of different religious denomina- 
tions, there is nu reason for witholding 
help, in a cause which carries its own 
appeal to every human heart.— Biblical 
Recorder
